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Union Leaders Views On 
Portal-Pay Biti Did Not Pay 
The violent and Intemperate manner in which 
union leaders have assailed any change in the labor 
laws, even the slightest, probably has hurt their 
«au>e. 
It seems to be one of the chief reasons why 
the labor bill went through both houses of Congress 
by better than 2 to I margins. 
As an example, there was wide division of opinion 
even within the ranks of organized labor over the 
wisdom and fairness of the flood of portal-to-portal 
suits. 
Some American Federation of Labor leaders 
openly opposed them. 
So did some local unions. 
Yet Philip Murray. CIO head, charged th at the 
bill to outlaw the claims represented “all the hatred 
of the working man and wage earner, all the hatred 
of social progress and decent living standards, which 
has unfortunately characterized so-many members of 
this Congress. 
Nothing of the kind was involved. 
And President 
Truman refused to be stampeded by Mr. M urrays 
exaggerations and observed calmly that he was con- 
fident that Congress had not sought to permit viola­ 
tion or lowering of the fundamental wage-and-hour 
standards. 
If the new law should hurt those 
•tandards. he said, he would ask Congress to correct it. 
In signing the portal-pay measure, Mr. Truman 
renewed a request which this newspaper thinks should 
be given full consideration: 
That benefits of the 
Wage-Hour Act be extended to more workers and 
that its present requirement be raised to 65 cents. 


Rumors* are afloat— untrue, we hope—that the 
sig n in g of the portal-to-portal measure is part of a 
p o litic a l d o u b le play. 
The President, according to 
these reports, has been advised that it would be safer 
a n d le.vs unpopular for him to veto the labor bill soon 
to reach him if, first, he has approved this other 
measure opposed by union leaders. 
We do not think Mr. Truman Is the man likely to 
follow such advice, if it has been given. 
It must be 
believed he signed the portal-to-portal pay bill for 
the reasons he gave—th at it is needed and is safe. 
It would be disappointing to the country, if he should 
Judge the labor bill by any other test in order to 
serv e his own political advantage. 
Republican leaders, we believe, are sincere in 
their desire to present President Truman with a fair 
• n d adequate labor bill. 
They have no intention of 
p re s e n tin g o ne w h ich m ig h t be looked upon as puni­ 
tive. but hope, and believe they can bring about a 
•erosible compromise of the House and Senate Bills 
lo a degtce the President will find impossible to veto.

Prospect Not So Gloomy 
Successful American Finds 


A letter, written by a successful American who 
has >pent lifetime knocking around the world and 
who has lived through too many crises to be appalled 
by the present one. has come to our attention. 
In 
turh times, when gloom is the dominant note with 
most of our heavy thinkers, it is stimulating to read 
the views of this informed optimist. 
Looking first toward the efforts of General Mac­ 
Arthur to democratize Japan, then to the prospective 
application of the Truman Doctrine in Greece and the 
Balkans, he writes: 
‘ A g e n u in e ly prosperous Japan, thoroughly sold 
on democratic-capitalism in consequence, will be the 
g re a te s t asset for peace we can hope to gain out of 
this im m e d ia te p o stw a r situation. 
No soundly func­ 
tio n in g democratic-capitalistic country will fall for 
Comm uni. rn . . . none ever has. 
‘ Russia certainly never at any time had real 
capitalism and 80 per cent of its population at no 
time ever had any contact with anything that remote­ 
ly resembled progressive capitalism as we understand 
the term in the United States. 
I£ Japan could be 
really established on that basis It would easily be the 
vital element for peace in the world to come. 
The same thing holds true for Greece and the 
B a lk a n s 
Capitalism . . . and of course they have 
rn real concept of democracy at all . . . has never 
progressed further than late medievalism in the 
whole area south of Hungary. 
“If we went into Ore ce with the dominant aim 
of creating a democracy and soundly reviving or better 
establishing real capitalism based entirely on the 
theory of helping the Greeks . . . and if we could 
Eucceed in doing it . .. we d stop Communism through­ 
out the Balkans in its tracks. 
‘ The people are Communists or go Communist 
because they w a n t things . . . seeds, bridges, roads, 
sew ers . . . a n d goods in the little crossroads stores. 
F o r o v er IO y e a rs they have had practically nothing. 
Get t h a t going and the boys in the hills will race 
back to get in lin e and start farming again or tending 
th e ir g o a ts 
• 
* But the thing has got to be done on the widest 
p eb b le basis with the little people getting the big 
end of it. 
They are the ones that are suffering the 
inlet and upon whom the urge to try Communism 
ss a relief from a busted and discredited ‘capitalistic* 
regime rests the sharpest. 
Greece, like Russia, never 
really ever met up with capitalism of the sort that we 
are developing here.”

money if your feet h u rt? ” T he im ­ 
plication is only too clear. 
M ast sufferers are likely to su s ­ 
pect an arch deform ity, especially 
if the parts seem flat. 
Thus Is not 
necessarily th e case, as ap p earan ­ 
ces are often m isleading. 
DLscom- 
for of this n atu re scldem results 
unless there is considerable strain 
and weakness. 
M any a soldier w ith 
arches as flat as pancakes has been 
able to trudge out a 25 mite luke 
w ithout the slightest twinge. 
T he 
sam e can be said of athletes who 
perform tasks equally arduous. 
In older persons, poor circulation 
m ay be responsible for sym ptom s 
suggestive of flat feet, and there are 
few who have not tried arch sup­ 
ports or special 
shoes 
in an a t­ 
tem pt to obtain com fort. 


B ut there are o th er causes for 
painful “dogs.” One is M ortons toe, 
a strange condition which is prone 
to occur especially in women whose 
vanity drives them to buy footgear 
th a t is too small. W earing extrem e­ 
ly high heels is probably an o th er 
factor. 
T he m enfolk are not 
ex­ 
em pt, as addicts of 
pointed 
toes 
have found out. 
G radually th e victim develops se­ 
vere pain over th e ball of the foot 
between th e th ird and fourth toes. 
T his is th e m ost characteristic fea­ 
tu re of the disorder and can attack 
both 
extrem ities. 
Eventually _ a 
w ider area is affected 
and occas­ 
ionally distress 
spreads 
up 
th e 
back of th e calf of the leg and m ay 
go even as high as the hip. A t first 
it is felt only on walking, but after 
becoming fully established, aching 
is present all th e tim e. 
T he victim 
is bothered m ore during the sum ­ 
m er m onths, as w arm th aggravates 
th e difficulty.
